General orders were immediately is- 
sued to the members of the department, 
which were faithfully and zealously 
obeyed.

These names were 
tabulated aceording to. districts and 
given to the Detective Sergeants, who 
personally visited the homes of these 
children and notified the parents that a 
repetition would mean the arraignment 
in court of themselves and their child- 
ren, and that the law was a compul- 
sory one.

to resort to the more forcible measures.

The 
wagon was overturned and the occu- 
pants, seven in number, were all more 
or less injured. Two were sent to the 
hospital for treatment and Officer Mich- 
ael Murray, who was on guard, has 
been confined to his home since. Van 
Driver James Leary was driving the 
wagon at the time of the mishap. 

A thorough investigation has been 
made of this affair, by me, and I have 
come to the conclusion that the fault 
lies entirely with the motorman, whose 
negligence in paying no attention to 
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the repeated ringing of the gong on the 
patrol wagon, brought about the casu- 
alty. The wagon-is almost a complete 
wreck and will not be fit for use for 
several weeks.

An ordinance to provide for the appoint- 
ment of police matrons for the police stations 
in the City of Hoboken, and to regulate their 
duties. 

The Mayor and Council of the City of 
Hoboken do ordain as ‘follows: 

1. That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance there shall be appointed by the 
Common Council a matron for each police 
station in the City of Hoboken for the term 
of three (8) years, and until their successors 
shall be appointed, who shall reside in the 
said police station im such quarters as may 
be provided by the Committee on Public 

Grounds and Buildings. of the Council, 


and 
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who shail do and perform such duties as the 
care and custody of waifs and lost children, 
and such other duties as may be alloted to 
them by the Committee on Public Grounds 
and buildings of the Council, for and about 


the care, custody and detention of female 
persons. 
2. That such matrons shall receive for 


their services the sum of three hundred dol- 
lars ($800) per year each, to be paid in 
equal monthly payments by the Common 
Council. 

3. That all ordinances and parts of ordi- 
nances inconsistent with the provisions of 
this ordinance be and they are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Passed May 8, 1901.

To the Honorable Board-of Police Commis- 
sioners, City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—The annual report of the oper- 
ations of the Police Department for the fiscal 
year ending April 30, 1910, is respectfully 
submitted for the consideration of your Hon- 
orable Body. 

In presenting this summary of the year’s 
business, I take the opportunity to extend 
to the members of the police force my sincere 
thanks for the hearty co-operation given by 
them in the enforcement of the criminal 
law. A few months ago a new schedule of 
patrol duty was inaugurated in the depart- 
ment, which has added greatly to the im- 
provement of the service. 

I would respectfully recommend to your 
Honorable Body the purchase of an automo- 
bile patrol wagon. Our patrol wagon ser- 
vice is in a deplorable condition. The 
horses are incapacitated from age and the 
wagon will soon be unserviceable. To re- 
place them will involve the.expenditure of a 
large sum of money. The adoption of the 
automobile wagon would save a great amount 
of time on our daily trips to the county in- 


stitutions and would be progressive and eco- 
nomical. It has been proven in other cities, 
where the change has been made, that it was 
money well spent and money saved when the 
automobile service was installed. 

The adoption of an ordinance by the Coun- 
cil prohibiting absolutely the sale of fire- 
works, gunpowder, toy cannons, etc., and the 
use of the same within the corporate limits 
of the city, is earnestly recommended. Such

I would further recommend the adoption 
of an amendment to the excise ordinance 
limiting to a certain hour at night the play- 
ing of music in saloons and dance halls. 
There is no law on our ordinance books at 
present governing saloons and dance halls 
in this respect, and I know that the city 
would be much better off if they were li- 
censed and regulated. 

During the past year there were 3,270 ar- 
rests made by the officers of this department; 
472 warrants and 1,673 summons were 
served. The police matrons cared for 295 
lost children. There were 24 suicides and 14 
attempts at suicide. a

To the Honorable Board of Police Commis- 

sioners, City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen :— 

The annual report of the police depart- 
ment, with a detailed statement of its oper- 
ations for the fiscal year ending April 30, 
1909, is. herewith presented to your Honor- 
able body for your consideration. 

Through the numerical weakness of the 
force, the proper patrol of the city is ser- 
iously impaired. There are several sections 
where the service could be greatly improved 
upon. Despite this handicap, the members 
of the department, during the past year, 
have displayed a marked vigilance and ef- 
ficiency in their enforcement of the criminal 
law, as is demonstrated. by the tabulated 
sheets. By the appointment of more patrol- 
men this difficulty could. be easily overcome 
and a better protection given to the districts 
referred to. 

The need of a new police headquarters be- 
comes more urgent. We are lacking in room 
for all branches of the service, and the 
cramped and unsanitary location now oc- 
cupied is absolutely unsuitable for its pur- 
pose. I know that your Honorable body is 
in thorough accord with me on this subject 
and that a new police building will be the 
result of your efforts in that direction. 

I would also recommend the purchase of 
new horses for our patrol wagon service. 
The work is too arduous for our present 
stock. They have been in service for a 
number of years and are positively unfit for 
the police service. 

The great number of pool and billiard par- 
lors now in existence in this city demands 
immediate attention. Ostensibly operated 
for pool and billiard playing only, it requires 
a great deal of watchfulness in .preventing 
them from violating the laws against gambl- 
ing. As a general class they exercise a 
baneful influence on the morals of the young 
men of the city. They should be regulated 
by ordinance and continued only by grace 
of the governing body of the city. 

During the past year 863 warrants and 
1523 summons were served by the members 
of the department. The police matrons 
eared for 242 lost children. There were 29 
suicides and 7 attempts at suicide. 

With due appreciation of the hearty co- 
operation etxended by your Honorable 
body to the police department, this report is

To the Honorable Board of Police Com- 
missioners, City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—I respectfully submit to 
your Honorable Body the annual re- 
port of the Police Department for the 
year ending April 30, 1905. 

In comparison with my report of the 
preceding year, there has been a 
marked increase in the number of ar- 
rests. Excellent discipline prevaiis 
throughout the department, and the 
members are to be commended for the 
thorough efficiency displayed by them 
in the exercise of their duties. 


The Bertillon system of criminal 
identification, which was installed dur- 
ing the past year, cannot be praised 
too highly. By this method we have 
been enabled to identify several noted 
criminals arrested in this city, who 
would have escaped with an inadequate 
punishment were we dependent on our 
old system. -This branch of the police 
system is operated by Court Officer 
Daniel J. Kiely in conjunction with his 
other duties. For the short period he 
has performed this work he has been 
complimented by the chiefs of the 
different Bertillon bureaus throughout 
the country as a skillful and expert 
operator. 

The unsanitary conditions existent 
at Police Headquarters, and particular- 
ly in the prison corridors, have become 
almose unendurable.. During a recent 
storm we were compelled to, seek aid 
from the Health Department.  Disin- 
fectants are constantly used, but with 
indifferent results. 

For the year ending 222 warrants 
and 765 summons, issued by the .Me- 
corder, were served by the police. 259 
children found astray in the streets 
were cared for by the police matrons. 
There were 11 suicides reported and 
18 attempts at suicide.
